LONDON, July 13.—The first meeting 
between Eamon de Valera and Premier 
Lloyd George will take place at 4:30

It is expected that Sir 
Hamar Greenwo6d,- Austen Chamberlain 
and pérhaps Arthur Balfour will be-with 
the Prime Minister, but it is> not yet 
settled. who will accompany the Sinn 
Fein leader. :

Hydrocyanic acid, one of the- deadliest 
poisons known, ‘introduced yesterday, 
into the hold of the liner Mincto to kill 
plague-carrying rats, caused the death 
of three men and ‘the serious poisoning 
of three others. An ordinaty seaman, 
and a boatswain died heroically, the 
boatswain plunging thirty’ feet into the 
hold when, after ‘having rescued one of 
his shipmates, the last of his gallant 
strength gave out just as he was being 
drawn to the deck with a second tncon- 
scious man in his arms. 

Firemen of the réscue’ squad, mak- 
ing @ fast run to the Italian-American 
Pier at the fodt of West Thirtieth 

Street, put on gas masks and flung 
themselves into the deep hold,. heedléess 
of the. peril. to their own livés. Work- 
ing so rapidly that the gas, which can 
kill in a* few seconds, failed to pene- 
trate their masks, they brought five men 
to the deck. Three of them were dead. 
The two. others were rushed to Belle- 
vue Hospital ‘with a third man who was 
ovércome without even having entered 
the ‘hold.

“It is highly desirablé,’’ said the spe-.

public, today, ‘‘that an order should be 
issued that in peace times,’ except in 
emergendies, no cross country flights 
should be undertaken until -available 
information of conditions on the way 
has been obtained.’’ 

The report ‘stated that all witnesses 
who testified before the investigating 
board agreed that the accident was: due 
to the severity of the storm encoun- 
tered near Morgantown. 

“It is almost certain that lightning 
played no.part in the accident,” the re- 
port says, adding that a treacherous air 
ctrrent undoubtedly caused’ the plane to 
fall into a vertical nose dive. : 

Comfmenting on the structural qualities 
of the craft, the report stated that, 
judged from the testimony of pilots who 
had actually.handled it and other planes 
of similar make, “it possessed great ease 
of control for a plane of jarge size, a 
very satisfactory manoeuvering ability 
anda capacity for carrying heavy loads.” 

The findings were at variance with 
the: contention of Captain De Lavergne, 
Air Attaché of the French Embassy, who 
rode in the plane on ivs trip from Wash- 
ington to Langley field, that it was 
badly balanced and lacked. motor power 
for heavy loads... 

“The removal of the litters. did not 
affect the stability of the plane,’’ the 
report said, ‘‘although the method of 
carrying the passengers during the flight 
may have troduced an element of 
Ganger. It has not been developed that 
the Curtiss Eagle airplane is unsuited 
for military service, but there is a doubt 
as to whether it possesses ‘sufficient 
power for a bombing plane.” 

The report completely absolved Lieu-. 
tenant Stanley Ames, pilot of the ma- 
chine, from. blame. He is praised as 
having been a trained, cool flyer, with 
a .“ thorough understanding of planes 
and motors,’’ who could always be 
depended upon in an emergency. 

Establishment of a system for inter- 
change between aviation fields of infor- 
mation as to weather conditions is 
recommended.

Mayor Hylan is accused of shadow 
boxing and the Hearst papers of print- 
ing nonsense by Howard W. Nudd.on 
behalf of the Public Education Associa-

ON WAY. FROM JAPAN 


Will Be Used to- Dest to Destroy Insects 
in New Jersey Track

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Five thous- 


and beetles are now on the way frdm 
Japan.to Riverton, N. J., where they 
will be used to fight a pest of destruc- 
tive leaf-eating beetles which have ap- 
peared from time to time in the East- 
ern States and done great damage to 
truck gardens, 


Reports received here today from -To- 


kio are that these insects were placed 
in. refrigeraters aboard the liner Tao 
Maru by C. P: Calusen and J. King, 
entomologists for the United Biathe Gov- 
‘ernment, who are in Japan collecting in- 
sects. ‘The beetles were taken near Stino 
and owing to their cannibalistic traits 
each was placed.in.a separate contain- 
er.

pionships, but if Brown of Harvard and 
Cruickshank of Yale are running true

With the exception of George. A. 
Trowbridge, former Princeton hurdler, 
and: now ‘a Rhodes scholar at Oxford, 
Rudd is probably the best known of the 
visitors to track fans in the East. + He 
ran anchor on the relay team Which 
broke the world’s record’ at Penn in 
1920 and also won the 400;metre Olym- 
pic championship last year. He can 
compete at any distance from 100 yards 
to the half mile and hold his own: with 
the’ hest of them. In the. forthcoming 
meets he .will in all probability be seen 
in the quarter, since it is at this distance 
that the Englishmen. will find the 
keenest . competition. Stevenson of 
Princeton, who is national champion at 
this distance, will be a difficult man tor 
the English flyer to face. Figured on 
their records Stevenson seems’ to have 
the advantage, because Rudd has never 
been clocked: as fast over, the quarter 
mile as the Tiger crack. Rudd, how- 
ever, is capable of great things when 
pushed to the limit and those who -wit- 
ness his battle with Stevenson are al- 
most certain of seeing a thrilling race 
ho matter what the outcome may be,

CONGRESS IN RESTRAINT OF

As Secretary of Commerce ‘Mr. 
Hoover is the Administration’s expert 
on trade, as Séeretary MELLON is on 
finance. Therefore it is agreeable to 
hear from Mr. Hoover,’ as we have 
before heard from the Federal Re- 
serve, that our affairs have ‘‘ turned 
the: eorner’”’ and that the outlook is 
improving.

NATIONALIZATION OF WOOL, 
Our farmers, who are seeking legis-

learn of the methods pursued in’ some 
foreign countries.

“Inspired by a Desire to Act In 
Accordance With Precepts of | 
international Law.” 


MEXICO CITY, July 13 (Associated 
Press).—All countries whose nationals 
have suffered damages from Mexican 
revolutions have been’ invited by’ Presi- 
dent Obregon to appoint delegates. who 
will ‘meet Mexican representatives and 
form a permanent commission to pass 
upon claims. The invitation was issued. 
in the form-of a Presidential decree 
promulgated ‘last night, and it will be 
sent. to all interested hations by the 
Foreign Office. 

President Obregon’s decree is regarded 
in official: circles heré as a most im- 
portant step in the President's recon- 
struction: program and as indicating a 
sincere desire on the part of the Gov- 
ernment to set Mexico's house inorder. 

The decree is understood to have been 
issued after a long consultation between 
President Obregon and members of his 
Cabinet, at which it was agreed that the 
Commission: on Indemnification ar- 
pointed by President Carranza was not 
vatidtactory. President Carranza had 
set a precedent in the matter by” his 
decree of May 10, i913, amended Dec. 
24, 1917, by which the Mexican Claims 
Commission was established. ‘ 


The Mexican Claims Commission has 
made no recent announcement of >the

Not more than four America 
have been filed with the

Film Company President, Who Has 
Sinn -FelW Interests, Denies Anti-

‘After an examination of the case Fed- 
eral. authorities announced yesterday 
that’ théy would - take no. steps to pre- 
vent the ‘exhibition at the Town Hall 
fof the film, ‘' The Spirit. of '76,’’ which 
in 1917. resulted in the conviction 
of its producer, Robert Goldstein, under 
the Espionage act and a ten-year sen- 
tence. Summer lessees of the Town, Ha 
issued a statement yésterday assuring 
the public that nothing’ would be pre- 
sented in the production that would be 


-un-American, In view of the decision 


of the Federal authorities, if any dis- 
turbance should result all legal pro- 
cedure will be ‘In the hands: of the 
‘States and municipal officials. 

The. opening was to have occurred to- 
night,* bkt has been’ postponed. -The 
original music score for the: production 
was lost and it has been found neces- 
sary to hold more rehearsals in order 
to assemble the music of the new score. 
The opening date will be announced on 
Monday or Tuesday: 

In the meantime the Town Hall, on 
Forty-third Street, between Broadway 
and. Sixth Avenue,-is gaily decorated 
with American flags. Placards announce 
that the All America Film Company, 
Inc.,; will produce ‘‘ The Spirit of, ’76,’’ a 
thirteen-réel film that purports to be a 
‘‘ historical romance of the Revolution’ 

Behind the making of this film lies an 
interesting little bit of war history.’ In 
the Spring of 1917 Robert Goldstein was 
the moving’ spirit of the staging of a 
film that showed British soldiers in the 
Revolution spitting American babies on 
their bayonets and. King George III. 
crashing his fist in the face of kindly 
old Benjamin Franklin. The film was 
declared té be*propaganda against the 
allied and associated powers, and dis- 
couraging to recruiting for United States 
armed forces. Goldstein was triéd in 


in. prison and a fine of $5,000 for viola- 
tion of the Espionage act, Later Presi- 
dent Wilson remitted the fine and com- 
muted the sentence to three years. 

The All-America Film Company, only 
a week old, with offices at 19 West 
Forty-fourth Street, is headed by James 
8S. Keily, 
American Brokers, Inc., at the same 
address, formed last September under 
Sinn Fein auspices to attract insurance 
business away from foreign companies. 
As a- side. issue the All-American 
Brokers, Inc., began the publication of 
the Sinn Feiner, a weekly, magazine. 

Kelly declined to name the officers of 
the film company, saying: ‘It is a 
$50,000 corporation, with Goldstein: own- 
ing half the stock and I the other -half, 
tyit Goldstein is not an officer of the 
company, He is known as the producing 
director.
